Symtomatic of the interest that 
big business ia now taking in the 
aatural resources of Brituh Col¬ 
umbia generally and its timber m. 
particular, is the fact that the Bea¬ 
ver Cove Pulp and Paper Mill 
has just been taken over by the 
International Harvester interests, 
who are preparing to greatly in¬ 
crease the mill's capacity and to 
manufacture paper as well as 
pulp. The extensions, additions 
and aherabons will lead to an 
expenditure of from ten to twelve 
million dollars, spread over the 
next two ar three years. At the 
present time other large interests 
have their timber specialists ex¬ 
amining stands of timber, some on 
the Mainland, others on Van¬ 
couver Island. In short, more 
interest is to-day being taken in 
British Columbia timber and 
pulpwood than has ever been 
shown in the past.

I N the interior of Liberia, where the 
white men never he* none, la the 
Trsdle or Africa." 

!n an almost inaccessible valley In 
the Hills of Kong a strange race of 
men live*. They have not the fea¬ 
tures otJIu. ftfrlnsn natlm, They 
speak a tongue somewhat aim liar to 
ancient Egyptian. They have a writ* 
Ing which resembles the hieroglyph- 
lea of the dynasty of Ramesea. 

This Intend, carried ont of the hills 
of Liberia by chance caravans of 
natives, has sent John W. Vender - 
cbok, writer and explorer, and his 
wife, Margaret Metser Vandercook. 
sculptress, to seek for the tribe 
which may be the only remnant of 
ancient Egypt. 

The couple sailed on the 8 a. Half 
Moon, a freighter, for the $.$00-mile 
trip which will carry them to country 
where few white men have gone. Mrs. 
VknderoOok - will- be the first white 
woman ever to set foot In the Interior 
df the country. 

LAND OF FABLE 
Mungo Park.-one of the earlier 
African explorers, tolls of the Hiila 
of Kong, a range of mountains hidden 
in the forests. H. Rider Haggard 
uaed his stories as the basts of 
strange tales of lost races. 

Home natives say the mountains 
enlst. The French and other explor¬ 
ers say there Is no such range. The 
flow of certain rivers Indicates that* 
there may be a water-shed Jin that 
region. 

If this strange race exists, cut off 
from human contact except as super¬ 


stitious natives see them from a die- i 
tance. what sort of men are they? - 
Do they know the secrets of the ] 
ancient Egyptian civilisation? Have 
they held, over thousands of years, 
the knowledge of arts and sciences of 
.which a few fragments remain along 
| the Nile? 

SAVAGERY OR SCIENCE 

Or have they, through centuries 
of isolation, reverted to a savage 
state? Do they hold only a trace of 
the inolemaic language end la their 
picture writing that left on rock by 
their prehistoric ancestors? Did the 
civilisation of the Nile and of the 
entire world spring from this valley 
In the lost Hills of Kong? v 

Vandercook and his wife, under 
auspices of the IJberlan government, 
will try to reaCh the valley and learn 
Ua secrets. 

To substantiate the l^end there la 
only the word of a few native txmfc 
era. It is known, however, that tha 
interior of IJberla holds a race of 
monkeys who have not developed

One of the prettiest neats In the 
woods la that of ths humming bird, 
so small that It looks at first Ilka 
a place of down caught on a twig. 
Two t|ny eggs, rather long In shape, 
but almost as small aa two while 
peas will fill this nest complstsly. 

While no field of observation I* 
richer la charm than watching nest¬ 
ing birds, very great care should be 
taken to see that the watching does 
not give offence. Birds are easily 
frightened and any attempt to touch 
the nest spells ruin to at least one 
pair of birds that year. Nor la it 
always safe to go too close to the 
nest, nor to appear to know too 
much about where It la. Just sa 
much may be seen from a safe dis¬ 
tance, and then the whole operation 
of bulMtng may be witnessed with* 
out alarming the tiny builderb. 

When the birds are absent from 
■ the nest a quiet snapshot or a draw- 
lng or two may be made, but again 
cars should be taken to refrain from 
deranging anything near the nest 
or staying in the vicinity too long.

I Both ths ex-Princess and Toselll 
were little heard of for some time; 
but In 1924 It was disclosed that the 
ex-Princess was living In Brussels 
In poverty. She earned, she said, a 
little money as a teacher of lan¬ 
guages and by selling embroidery 
from door to door. 8he had adopted 
the name of the Countess of Ysette 
and was wearing a plain black dress 
and woolen shawl of the type worn 
by mill girls
